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By  the  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  March 
23rd,  1891,  Article  18,  Section  14,  it  is  prescribed  that  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  “  prepare  an  Annual 
‘‘  Report  to  be  made  to  the  end  of  December  in  each  year, 
comprising  a  summary  of  the  action  taken  during  the 
“  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of  disease,  and  an  account 
“  of  the  sanitary  state  of  his  district  generally  at  the  end  of 
“  the  year.  The  report  shall  also  contain  an  account  of 
“  the  enquiries  which  he  has  made  as  to  conditions  in- 
“  jurious  to  health  existing  in  his  district,  and  of  the  pro- 
“  ceedings  in  which  he  has  taken  part  or  advised  under  the 
"  Public  Health  Act.  1875,  so  far  as  such  proceedings 
“  relate  to  those  conditions  ;  and  also  an  account  of  the 
“  supervision  exercised  by  him,  or  on  his  advice,  for 
“  sanitary  purposes  over  places  and  houses  that  Sanitary 
“  Authorities  have  power  to  regulate,  with  the  nature  and 
“  results  of  any  proceedings  which  may  have'  been  so 
“  required  and  taken  in  respect  of  the  same  during  the 
year.  It  shall  also  record  the  action  taken  by  him,  or  on 
“  his  advice,  during  the  year  in  regard  to  offensive  trades 
“  and  to  factories  and  workshops.  The  report  shall  also 
“  contain  tabular  statements  (on  forms  to  be  supplied  by 
‘‘  the  Local  Government  Board,  or  to  the  like  elfect)  of 
‘‘  the  sickness  and  mortality  within  the  district,  classified 
“  according  to  diseases,  ages,  and  localities.”

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  IVSEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  my 
Annual  Report  upon  the  condition  of  the  public  health,  and 
a  record  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Borough  by  the  Health 
Department  during  the  year  1909,  together  with  statistical 
details.  A  summary  of  the  work  done  and  action  taken  under 
the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1907,  is  also  included  in  the 
Report, 

The  death  rate  recorded,  12.97  1,000  persons  living, 

was  slightly  higher  than  in  the  previous  year,  owing  to  increased 
mortality  of  persons  over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  The  cool, 
wet  summer,  however,  was  favourable  for  the  preservation  of 
lives  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  the  rate  of  infantile 
mortality  in  Southampton,  as  also  in  England  and  Wales,  was 
the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

In  the  Registrar-GeneraFs  Annual  Summary  of  births  and 
deaths  for  1909  the  comparative  mortality  of  Southampton — 
taking  the  death  rate  of  England  and  Wales  as  1,000 — was  916.

that  2,093  new  houses 

have  been 
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completed  for  occupation  between  June,  1902,  and  December 
31st,  1909.  Particulars  of  the  number  of  houses  completed 
before  June,  1902,  are  not  obtainable,  but  allowing  for  their 
having  been  erected  at  the  same  rate  as  they  were  in  the  year 
following  that  date,  it  is  estimated  that  2,450  houses  have  been 
erected  since  the  last  Census  (April,  1901). 

At  the  end  of  December,  1909,  an  enumeration  of  the 
void  property  in  the  Borough  was  made  by  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  it  was  found  that  during  the  year  there  had  been 
a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  void  houses. 

In  December,  1906,  the  enumeration  showed  958  un¬ 
occupied  houses  in  the  Borough  ;  in  December,  1907,  467  ; 
in  December,  1908,  329  ;  and  in  December,  1909,  378.  Three 
hundred  and  eighteen  new  houses  were  completed  for  occupa¬ 
tion  during  the  year,  being  an  increase  of  67  over  the  total 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  increase  of  49  in  the  number  of  void  houses  was 
principally  due  to  new  houses  that  were  completed,  but  not 
in  occupation. 

The  estimated  increase  in  the  number  of  occupied  houses 
in  the  Borough,  compared  with  the  Census,  1901,  is  2,715,

METEOROLOGY. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  Director-General  of  Ordnance 
Survey,  Colonel  S.  C.  N.  Grant,  C.M.G.,  R.E.,  an  abstract  for 
the  year  1909  from  the  Meteorological  Register  kept  at  the 
Ordnance  Survey  Office,  Southampton,  is  appended  at  the 
end  of  the  Report.  The  abstract  also  includes  the  averages 
for  the  previous  ten  years,  1899-1908  (page  93). 

The  weather  in  Southampton  and  the  south-east  of  Eng¬ 
land  during  the  year  1909  was  remarkable  for  the  persistently 
low  tem.perature  and  heavy  rainfall  experienced  during 
several  months.  The  low  temperatures  were  especially  notice¬ 
able  during  the  months  of  March,  June,  and  July.  On 
March  3rd  the  temperature  fell  to  ii.o  degrees,  which  is  the 
lowest  minimum  recorded  in  Southampton  for  many  years, 
and  the  mean  temperature  for  the  year  was  only  49.6  degrees, 
which  is  1.6  below  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

The  months  of  June  and  October  were  very  wet.  In  the 
latter  month  over  nine  inches  were  registered,  and  heavy 
rainstorms  were  more  than  usually  frequent  throughout  the 
\’ear.  The  total  rainfall  was  36.09  inches,  being  5.4  above  the 
average. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  sunshine  recorded  during  the  year 
was  above  the  average.  This  was  principally  due  to  the  months 
of  April  and  May  being  ver}^  fine  and  dry.  In  May  327  hours 
were  registered,  which  is  the  highest  recorded  in  any  month 
in  this  district,  being  an  average  of  over  ten  hours  a  day 
throughout  the  month.  Curiousl}^  in  the  following  month 
exactly  the  opposite  occurred,  the  sunshine  registered  being 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  June.

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BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  Borough  for  the 
year  was  2,938,  compared  with  2,971  in  1908  and  2,757  in 
1907. 

The  excess  of  births  over  registered  deaths  was  1,277, 
the  birth  rate  was  23.64  per  1,000.  This  is  a  decrease  of 
.3  below  the  birth  rate  of  the  previous  year,  but  is  3.26  below 
the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years.  The  birth  rate  in 
England  and  Wales  was  26.5,  being  an  increase  of  .2  over  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  births  and  birth  rate  in  each  of

The  birth  rates  in  the  Municipal  Wards  varied  from  31.8  in 
Northam  Ward  and  30.6  in  Trinity  Ward  to  17.12  in  Banister 
Ward  and  17.30  in  All  Saints'  Ward. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
1,694  ;  of  which  901  were  males  and  793  females,  giving  after 
correction  a  death  rate  of  12.97  whole  Borough,  com¬ 

pared  with  12.81  in  the  previous  year,  and  14.5  for  England 
and  Wales  in  1909. 

Of  the  1,694  deaths  485,  or  28.6  per  cent.,  occurred  in 
public  institutions,  viz.  : — 28  in  the  Fever  Hospital,  147  in 
Royal  South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital,  52  in  the 
Workhouse,  256  in  Workhouse  Infirmary,  Shirley  Warren, 
and  2  in  the  Children's  Hospital,  Shirley. 

Inquests  were  held  on  182  deaths  during  the  year,  the 
percentage  being  10.7  of  total  deaths,  compared  with  13.9 
in  1908,  and  12.0  in  1907. 

In  calculating  the  death  rate,  the  deaths  of  non-residents 
occurring  in  public  institutions,  or  on  vessels  arriving  in  the 
Port,  are  deducted,  and  the  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to 
the  Borough  occurring  in  other  districts  are  added.  It  is 
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difficult,  however,  to  obtain  information  respecting  the  latter. 
Eighty-two  deaths  of  non-residents  occurred  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year. 

The  slight  increase  in  the  death  rate  in  1909  compared 
with  the  previous  year  is  due  to  excessive  mortality  among 
old  people  during  the  severe  weather  experienced  in  February 
and  March. 

Of  the  1,694  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  281,  or 
16.6  p'er  cent,  of  the  total,  were  aged  75  years  and  upwards. 
Twenty  of  these  persons  were  aged  90  years  and  upwards, 
and  the  ages  at  death  of  three  females  were  given  as  98,  99, 
and  loi  years  respectiv^ely. 

The  death  rates  in  each  Municipal  Ward  are  shown  in 
Table  A.  The  lowest  death  rate,  8.92,  was  in  Portswood, 
the  largest  Ward  in  the  Borough,  the  next  in  order  being 
Banister  10.51,  Freemantle  11.5,  and  Bevois  11.72.  The  highest 
rates  were  St.  James’  Ward  17.04,  Nichols  16.99,  Northam 
16.28.  In  the  averages  for  eight  years  (1901-8),  Portswood 
Wffird  is  also  lowest,  11.07,  ^t.  James’  highest  with  17.70.

On  July  ist  the  registration  districts  were  altered  63'  the 
Registrar-General,  consequent  upon  the  extension  of  the 
Poor  Law  area. 

The  Borough  is  now  divided  in  two  registration  districts, 
east  and  west,  the  dividing  line  being  the  main  street  from  the 
Town  Quay  to  the  top  of  the  Common. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 


The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  based  on  the  number  of 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  to  each  i,ooo  births 
registered  during  the  same  year. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  were  registered  in  the  Borough,  eight  of  which 
were  non-residents  :  that  is,  children  who  had  been  admitted 
for  treatment  into  a  public  institution  in  the  Town  from 
other  districts,  leaving  a  total  of  312  belonging  to  the  Borough. 
There  were  2,938  births  registered  during  the  same  period, 
giving  an  infantile  mortality  of  106.2.  This  rate  is  the 
lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough,  and  is  7  less  than  the 
previous  year,  which  was  113,  and  24  below  the  average  for 
the  previous  ten  years. 

The  principal  cause  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
was  premature  birth,  to  which  78  deaths  were  attributed, 
being  exactly  25  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Fifty  of  these  deaths 
occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life.  Bronchitis  and  pneu¬ 
monia  claimed  52  victims,  and  diarrhoea  and  whooping  cough 
39  and  20  deaths  respectively  The  cause  of  death  in  35  cases 
was  given  as  atrophy,  debility,  or  marasmus. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  varied  considerably  in  the 
Municipal  Wards,  the  lowest  rate  being  in  Banister  Ward  with 
a  rate  of  60  per  1,000  births,  the  next  lowest  in  order  being 
Portswood  73,  Bevois  80,  and  Town  83.  The  highest  rate  was 
in  St.  James’  with  158  deaths  per  1,000  births,  followed  by 
St.  Mary’s  145  and  Northam  143,  these  three  Wards  being  in 
a  class  by  themselves,  as  the  next  highest  was  Freemantle 
with  1 18. 

The  following  Wards  had  a  lower  rate  than  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year:  Town,  Trinity,  Northam,  Nichols  Town,  Bevois, 
Portswood,  Banister,  and  Shirley.  Those  with  a  higher  rate 
were  :  St.  James’,  St.  Mary’s,  All  Saints’,  Newtown,  and 
Freemantle. 
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Trinity  Ward,  although  having  the  comparatively  high 
birth  rate  of  30.6  per  1,000,  has  the  low  infantile  mortality 
rate  of  94  deaths  per  1,000  births,  exactly  half  that  recorded 
in  the  previous  year. 

The  following  table  shows  the  birth  rate,  death  rate,  and 
infantile  mortality  in  Southampton  since  1880.  The  infantile 
mortality  rate  shows  a  marked  decrease  in  the  last  quin¬ 
quennial  period  when  compared  with  the  averages  for  the 
previous  twenty-five  years.

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  came  into  operation  in 
this  Borough  on  March  gth,  1908,  and  has  proved  of  much 
\mlue  in  obtaining  early  information  of  births  taking  place. 

This  Act  requires  any  person  in  attendance  upon  the 
mother  within  six  hours  after  the  time  of  birth  to  notify  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  such  birth  in  writing  within 
thirty-six  hours  of  the  birth  having  occurred. 

During  the  year  2,608  notifications  of  births  were  received, 
of  which  302  were  notified  by  medical  practitioners,  1,694  by 
midwives,  and  612  by  other  persons  in  attendance  at  the  time 
of  birth. 

The  Lady  Health  Visitor,  who  was  appointed  in  1908, 
visits  all  births  occurring  in  Northam,  St.  Mary’s,  St.  James’, 
Town,  and  a  portion  of  All  Saints’  Ward.  All  births  notified 
in  these  districts  are  immediately  visited,  and  advice  and 
instruction  given  to  the  mothers  as  to  feeding  and  clothing 
and  general  care  of  infants. 


Subsequent  visits  are  made  from  time  to  time  to  give 
any  further  instruction  or  advice  necessary.  These  visits  are 
in  no  way  resented,  and  in  many  cases  they  are  invited. 

During  the  year  1,079  births  were  visited  in  the  districts 
mentioned,  and  1,301  subsequent  visits  were  made.  Of  the 
1,079  infants  visited  915  were  breast-fed.  Only  144  were  fed 
by  bottle,  one  by  spoon,  and  19  fed  by  breast  and  bottle. 
Very  few  of  the  old  long-tubed  bottles  were  found  in  use. 

The  births  occurring  in  the  other  Wards  were  visited  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  information  obtained  as  to 
methods  of  feeding  ;  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  house  and 
surroundings  being  also  investigated  at  the  same  time. 

The  total  number  of  births  relative  to  which  enquiries  were 
made  during  the  year  amounted  to  2,937,  and  information 
as  to  the  method  of  feeding  obtained  in  2,813  instances.  Of 
this  number  2,286  were  breast-fed  only,  and  527  by  cow’s 
milk  and  other  foods.  Information  was  also  obtained  as  to 
the  method  of  feeding  of  each  infant  dying  under  one  year 
of  age  during  the  year.  The  following  shows  the  percentage 
of  deaths  in  each  group  : —

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ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

This  rate  is  estimated  on  the  number  of  deaths  occurring 
during  the  yesi  in  the  group  which  includes  the  seven  principal 
zymotic  diseases  :  Small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  enteric 
fever,  measles,  whooping  cough,  and  diarrhoea. 

The  death  rate  from  these  diseases  amounted  to  i.or 
per  1,000,  compared  with  1.15  in  1908,  and  0.84  in  1907. 
No  deaths  from  measles  occurred  during  the  year,  and  the 
death  rate  from  diarrhoea  was  lower  than  in  the  previous 
year,  but  the  death  rate  from  whooping  cough,  scarlet  fever, 
diphtheria,  and  enteric  fever  was  higher  than  in  1908.

Only  one  case  of  small-pox  occurred  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year,  the  case  being  that  of  a  steward  who  had 
landed  from  the  s.s.  Avon. 

The  particulars  of  the  case  are  : — 

December  15th.— A.  B.,  residing  at  Orchard  Place,  an 
Italian  steward  on  board  the  s.s.  Avon.  A  case  of  small¬ 
pox  had  been  landed  from  the  s.s.  Avon  at  Vigo  on 
the  homeward  voyage.  The  man  had  been  kept 
under  observation  after  landing  from  the  vessel  on 
December  12th,  and  developed  the  disease  on  the 
15th,  and  removed  to  the  Hospital  Ship  the  same 
day.  The  disease  was  of  a  discrete  type.  The 
patient  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

j  Four  hundred  and  twenty-four  cases  of  scarlet  fever 

were  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  being  a  decrease 
of  1 12  cases  compared  with  the  previous  year,  when  536  cases 
were  notified. 

j  The  disease,  however,  was  of  a  rather  more  severe  type, 

five  deaths  being  recorded,  compared  with  four  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  largest  number  of  cases  occurred  in  the  first  and 
I  third  quarters  of  the  year,  being  very  prevalent  in  Shirley 
and  Portswood  in  March,  and  in  the  Chapel  district  in  Septem¬ 
ber.  The  highest  number  of  cases  in  proportion  to  the  popula- 
i  tion  occurred  in  St.  Mary’s,  Portswood,  and  Freemantle 
Wards. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-one,  or  78.07  per  cent.,  of  the 
cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 
The  number  admitted  in  1908  was  378,  or  70.5  per  cent,  of 
the  cases  notified  in  that  year. 

i  The  operation  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids 

was  performed  in  96  cases,  being  28.4  per  cent,  of  the  total. 

During  the  year  a  large  number  of  the  cases  were  found 
•  on  admission  to  have  profuse*  purulent  nasal  discharge, 
'i  One  hundred  and  sixteen  were  comphcated  this  way,  and  as 
i  every  case  of  scarlet  fever  is  infectious  until  all  discharges 
d  from  the  nose  and  ears  have  ceased,  their  stay  in  the  Hospital 
i  was  necessarily  prolonged.  Two  cases  were  kept  in  over  100 
^  days,  and  twenty  cases  were  kept  in  over  70  days.  This  has 
](  caused  the  average  duration  of  stay  of  scarlet  fever  patients 
I  in  Hospital  to  be  increased  to  38.8  days.

i  It  is  difficult  to  assign  a  reason  for  this  troublesome 

complication  of  scarlet  fever.  The  disease  in  different  years 
;  cLssumes  different  types.  Some  of  the  cases  were  very  severe, 

;  and  the  temperature  remained  above  normal  for  over  three 

i  weeks.

The  methods  of  treatment  and  discharge  adopted  in 
previous  years  were  carried  out  at  the  Isolation  Hospital ; 
that  is,  ,  no  notice  was  taken  of  peeling  in  regard  to  detention 
,in  Hospital,  but  special  attention  was  given  to  the  condition 
of  the  respiratory  passages,  ears,  etc.,  by  individual  isolation 
and  treatment. 

The  following  cases,  discharged  from  Hospital,  have  been 
suspected  as  the  source  of  return  cases  : — 

(1)  A.  A.  G.  was  admitted  to  Hospital  on  March  21st 

suffering  with  nasal  discharge.  Left  Hospital 
May  3rd.  Had  been  operated  on  for  adenoids  and 
tonsils.  Had  slight  peeling  on  discharge,  but  other¬ 
wise  normal. 

G.  A.  G.,  admitted  May  9th. 

(2)  R.  W.  S.  was  admitted  to  Hospital  on  September 

6th  suffering  with  nasal  discharge.  Sent  home  on 
October  i8th,  peeling. 

G.  S.,  admitted  to  Hospital  on  October  29th. 

(3)  B.  W.  was  admitted  to  Hospital  on  October  13th, 

and  discharged  on  November  i8th  ;  no  peeling. 

L.  W.,  admitted  to  Hospital,  December  6th.

DIPHTHERIA. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-two  cases  of  diphtheria  were 
notified  during  the  year,  which  is  26  less  than  the  number 
notified  during  1908.

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths,  although  the  number  of  cases  was  less,  the 
case  mortality  being  8.56  in  1909,  6.45  in  1908,  and  10.73  in 
1907. 

The  cases  occurred  most  frequently  in  the  first  three 
months  of  the  year,  and  in  proportion  to  the  population  the 
largest  numbers  of  cases  were  notified  in  Nichols  Town, 
Shirley,  Freemantle,  and  St.  James’  Wards. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-three  of  the  cases  notified 
in  the  Borough  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment,  equal  to  a  percentage  of  77.9,  compared  with  74.2 
in  the  previous  year. 

The  sanitary  defects  found  in  houses  in  which  cases  of 
diphtheria  were  notified  are  shown  in  table  on  page  20.

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

During  the  year  under  review  fifty-three  cases  of  enteric 
fever  were  notified,  making  an  increase  of  sixteen  on  the  number 
notified  during  1908  ;  the  average  number  notified  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  five  years  was  25,  but  in  the  five  years,  1899-1903, 
the  average  numbered  125.  The  number  of  cases  notified  and 
deaths  occurring  since  1899  were  as  follow  : —

Of  the  fifty-three  cases  notified  during  1909  five  were 
probably  infected  outside  the  town.  One  patient  had  been 
travelhng  about  the  country  immediately  previous  to  illness. 
A  second  case  was  that  of  a  tramp  who  had  only  been  in  the 
town  a  few  days  ;  this  case  died  on  April  5th.  A  third  case 
was  that  of  a  child  removed  from  a  caravan  passing  through 
the  town.  A  fourth  case  had  been  in  a  hospital  in  the  Isle  of 
Wight  for  three  weeks  prior  to  notification.  The  fifth  case 
was  that  of  a  school  girl  who  had  been  on  a  holiday  at  a 
seaside  resort,  and  returned  to  her  home  in  Southampton 
with  early  manifestations  of  the  disease. 

In  four  cases  the  disease  appears  to  have  been  contracted 
by  nursing  enteric  fever. 

Nine  cases  had  eaten  shellfish  before  onset  of  illness  ; 
and  four  cases  residing  in  the  same  district  had  eaten  water- 
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cress  purchased  from  a  hawker  in  the  street.  Efforts  were 
made  to  trace  the  hawker,  who  had  sold  the  watercress,  without 
avail. 

A  series  of  cases,  six  of  which  were  notihed  in  1909,  and 
two  in  1910,  appear  to  have  had  a  common  origin,  and 
show  evidence  of  personal  infection. 

The  case  which  apparently  Vv^as  responsible  for  this 
infection  was  notified  on  September  8th,  the  patient  being 
E.  B.,  aged  34,  the  wife  of  a  labourer,  residing  at  Clarence 
Street,  Northam.  This  case  was  not  removed  to  Hospital. 
On  October  nth  a  child  of  this  patient,  A.  B.,  aged  12  months, 
developed  enteric  fever,  and  was  removed  to  Hospital.  A 
woman,  who  had  looked  after  this  child  before  its  removal  to 
Hospital,  subsequently  suffered  from  an  illness  which  was 
attributed  to  influenza  by  the  medical  attendant,  but  which 
was  undoubtedly,  in  the  light  of  subsequent  events,  a  case  of 
enteric  fever.  This  woman  lodged  in  a  house  in  Leyton  Road, 
and  during  her  illness  was  waited  upon  by  the  occupier’s 
two  daughters,  H.  R.  and  W.  R.,  aged  10  and  7  years  respec¬ 
tively,  who  both  developed  enteric  fever,  H.  R.  on  December 
2nd,  and  W.  R.  on  December  31st,  and  were  removed  to 
Hospital.  On  January  loth,  1910,  S.  S.,  aged  25,  residing  in 
the  same  house,  and  husband  of  the  woman  supposed  to  be 
suffering  from  influenza,  developed  enteric  fever,  and  was 
removed  to  Hospital.  On  January  19th  a  girl,  G.  M.,  aged 
10  years,  residing  at  York  Street,  who  had  been  constantly 
playing  with  H.  R.  and  W.  R.,  and  had  frequently  taken 
meals  at  their  house,  also  developed  enteric  fever,  and  was 
removed  to  Hospital.  In  addition  to  these  cases  a 
brother  of  the  original  case,  named  W.  S.,  aged  28, 
residing  at  Princess  Street,  contracted  the  disease,  and 
was  removed  to  Hospital  on  November  8th.  He  had 
visited  his  sister  at  Clarence  Street  on  several  occasions, 
as  well  as  his  two  children,  H.  S.  and  W.  S.,  aged  2  and 
6  years,  both  of  whom  developed  enteric  fever,  H.  S.  on 
November  loth.  and  W.  S.  on  November  30th.

In  only  four  cases  was  the  drainage  of  the  houses  in 
whicli  the  patients  resided  found  defective. 

Eleven  deaths  from  enteric  fever  were  registered  in  the 
Borough  during  the  \"ear,  one  death  being  that  of  a  non¬ 
resident.  who  was  admitted  from  Xetley  to  the  Royal  South 
Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital  suffering  from  the  disease. 

Three  other  deaths  which  occurred  from  enteric  fever 
do  not  appear  in  the  list  of  notihed  cases  in  the  Borough, 
as  they  were  members  of  crews  landed  from  vessels  in  the 
Port,  and  were  suffering  from  the  disease  on  arrival,  and 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Plospital  for  treatment.  These 
cases,  however,  are  included  in  the  death  returns  by  the 
Registrar-General,  as  they  were  residents  of  the  town,  and 
are,  therefore,  reckoned  in  the  death  rate  of  the  Borough, 
although  the  disease  was  contracted  abroad. 

Two  other  cases  that  died  were  probabl}/  infected  outside 
the  Borough,  one  being  a  tramp  who  had  only  been  in  the 
town  a  few  days,  and  the  other  case  that  of  a  v^oman  who  had 
been  in  a  hospital  in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  both  of  which  are 
referred  to  previously  in  this  Report.

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MEASLES. 

No  death  from  measles  occurred  during  the  year,  and  no 
case  was  reported. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Forty-two  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  from 
this  disease,  compared  with  35  in  the  previous  year,  the 
average  for  the  past  five  years  being  25.  The  disease  was 
most  prevalent  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

In  proportion  to  the  population  the  highest  death  rates 
from  this  disease  occurred  in  the  Freemantle  and  Shirley 
Wards. 

DIAURHCEA. 

This  disease  was  responsible  for  49  deaths,  compared 
with  62  in  1908,  the  average  for  the  past  five  years  being  71. 
The  cool  summer  experienced  was  favourable  to  a  low 
mortality  from  this  disease. 

Thirty-nine,  or  80  per  cent.,  of  the  deaths  were  infants 
under  one  year  of  age.  In  most  cases  the  knowledge  of  the 
existence  of  diarrhoea  is  only  discovered  by  the  death  being 
registered  ;  preventive  measures  are  taken  by  educating 
the  parents  and  guardians  as  to  the  necessit}'"  of  scrupulous 
cleanliness,  and  by  giving  instruction  in  the  feeding  and 
rearing  of  infants.  It  is  in  this  respect  that  the  Notification 
of  Births  Act  has  proved  valuable  by  enabling  the  sanitary 
staff  to  obtain  early  information  as  to  birth  taking  place. 

The  mortality  principally  occuri'ed  in  September,  in  wliich 
month  half  the  deaths  occurring  during  the  year  were  registered. 

The  highest  death  rates  from  the  disease  occurred  in 
St.  Mary's,  St.  James',  Towm,  and  Freemantle  Wards. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  deaths  occurred  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  being  an  increase  of 
23  when  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  average  for 
the  past  five  years  was  136,  and  the  average  for  ten  years  148. 
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NON-PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 


Supplementary  Annual  Return  showing  in  summary  form  (a)  the  condition  at  the  end 
of  1934  of  all  patients  remaining  on  the  Dispensary  Register  ;  and  (b)  the  reasons  for  the  removal 
of  ilk  cases  written  off  the  Register.  _ 
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Forty-three  deaths  also  occurred  from  other  forms  of 
tuberculous  disease,  making  a  total  of  201  due  to  tuberculosis 
during  the  year. 

The  death  rate  from  phthisis  was  equal  to  1.27,  and  from  all 
forms  of  tubercular  disease  1.63,  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
The  death  rates  from  phthisis  in  Municipal  Wards  is  given  in 
Table  A,  page  10,  the  highest  rates  during  the  year  being 
in  Trinity,  Town,  and  St  Mary’s  Wards,  the  rates  being  2.23, 
2.16,  and  2.10  respectively.  The  lowest  rates  recorded  were 
in  Newtown  Ward  with  0.67,  and  Portswood  with  0.75,  while 
four  other  Wards  were  below  0.9. 

The  average  death  rates  for  the  previous  eight  years  is 
also  given  in  the  same  table,  and  is  a  better  index  as  to 
general  prevalence  of  the  disease  in  the  various  districts  of 
the  Borough,  It  will  be  noticed  that  Trinity  Ward  has  the 
highest  rate,  followed  by  St.  James’  Ward,  while  the 
upper  portions  of  the  Borough  :  Bevois,  Banister,  and 
Portswood  Wards  have  the  most  favourable  rates. 

No  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  during 
the  year  owing  to  the  demand  for  accommodation  for  other 
diseases. 

Out  of  the  total  of  158  deaths  from  phthisis  occurring  in 
the  Borough  66,  or  nearly  42  per  cent.,  occurred  in  public 
institutions,  59  in  the  Union  Infirmary,  4  in  the  Workhouse, 
3  in  the  Royal  South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital. 

As  in  previous  years,  all  houses  in  which  deaths  occurred 
were  visited  and  inspected,  and  disinfection  of  premises  and 
bedding  carried  out  in  32  instances.  The  offer  of  the  Health 
Authority,  however,  to  carry  out  disinfection  was  refused  in 
the  majority  of  cases.  Power  is  now  given  to  Health  Authori¬ 
ties  to  enforce  the  destruction  or  disinfection  of  infected  articles, 
or  the  cleansing  or  disinfection  of  premises  occupied  by  cases 
notifiedto  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis)  Regulations  which  are  referred  to  further  on. 
These  regulations  only  apply  to  “  poor  persons  ”  in  receipt  of 
Poor  Law  rehef,  and,  therefore,  the  Health  Authority  are 
powerless  to  enforce  disinfection  in  other  cases.  In  the 
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interest  of  the  public  health,  and  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
the  spread  of  infection,  it  is  essential  that  compulsory  powers 
should  be  given  to  Sanitary  Authorities  to  enforce  disinfection 
and  cleansing  of  premises  and  bedding  after  all  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  mortality  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during 
the  past  ten  years  is  appended,  showing  the  male  and  female 
death  rate  separately.  It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is 
a  considerable  difference  in  the  death  rate  of  each 
sex  from  this  disease,  the  male  death  rate  for  ten  3^ears, 
1899-1908,  being  1.60,  and  female  i.oo,  while  for  the  past 
year  the  male  rate  was  exactly  double  that  of  the  female, 
1.72  compared  with  0.86  ;  the  deaths  recorded  beng  103 
males  and  55  females. 

The  death  rate  from  phthisis  during  the  five  years, 
1905-9,  was  1. 18,  and  in  the  previous  five  years,  1900-4,  1.33, 
showing  a  decrease  of  ii  per  cent.  The  decrease  has  been  more 
marked  in  the  case  of  females  than  males,  the  death  rate  of 
males  having  decreased  from  1.65  to  1.54,  and  females  1.03 
to  0.85  during  the  same  quinquennial  periods.

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS, 

1908. 


These  Regulations,  dated  December  i8th,  1908,  came 
into  operation  January  ist,  1909. 

Their  object  is  to  provide  means  by  which  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  may  obtain  information  that  will  enable 
him  to  keep  in  touch  with  consumptive  Poor  Law  patients. 

Provision  is  made  in  the  Regulations  for  District  Poor 
Law  Medical  Officers  to  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  every  “  poor  person  showing  symptoms  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  ;  also  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  a  Poor 
Law  Institution  to  notify  similar  cases  when  occurring  among 
inmates,  and  the  intended  address  to  which  each  person  is 
proceeding  when  discharged  from  such  Institution.  Relieving 
Officers  have  also  to  notify  changes  of  address  of  such  persons. 

The  Regulations  furthermore  give  power  to  the  Health 
Authority  to  have  premises  that  have  been  inhabited  by  such 
Poor  Law  patients  cleansed  and  disinfected  before  they  are 
occupied  by  new  tenants. 

Also  to  take  measures  for  disposal  or  disinfection  of  infec¬ 
tious  material  ;  to  afford  or  supply  assistance,  facilities,  or 
articles  to  diminish  risk  of  infection  occurring  in  sleeping 
apartments  ;  to  supply  utensils  or  appliances  for  the  purpose 
of  guarding  against  the  spread  of  infection  ;  to  publish  or 
distribute  instructions  respecting  tuberculosis,  and  precautions 
to  be  taken  to  guard  against  its  spread  ;  to  keep  a  register  of 
cases  notified. 

The  Regulations  implicitly  state  that  no  action  shall 
be  taken  that  will  render  the  “  poor  person  ”  liable  to  any 
penalty,  restriction,  disability  affecting  himself  or  his  employ¬ 
ment,  means  of  livelihood  or  residence  on  the  ground  of  his 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 


During  the  year  401  notifications  were  received  under 
the  Regulations,  216  of  which  were  new  cases — that  is,  cases 
coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Health  Authority  for  the  first 
time,  and  185  related  to  cases  re-notified  owing  to  admission 
to,  or  discharge  from,  a  public  institution,  or  change  of 
address.  Only  41  of  the  new’  cases  were  living  in  their  own 
own  homes. 

All  new  cases  notified  which  were  not  being  treated  in  public 
institutions  w’ere  visited,  and  particulars  obtained  on  the 
following  points  :  Sanitary  condition  of  premises  ;  number 
of  persons  occupying  sleeping  apartment  with  patient  ; 
length  of  patient’s  illness  ;  number  of  persons,  if  any,  depend¬ 
ing  upon  patient  ;  how  expectoration  dealt  with  ;  visible 
means  of  subsistence.

Many  adult  chronic  cases  were  notified  several  times 
during  the  year,  owing  to  their  going  in  and  out  of  the 
Workhouse  or  Workhouse  Infirmary  as  they  felt  inclined, 
and  it  was  found  impossible  to  take  any  beneficial  measures 
regarding  these  cases.

A  sad  case  of  a  whole  family  being  infected  with  pul¬ 
monary  tuberculosis,  which  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Health  Authority  under  the  Regulations,  may  be  mentioned. 
A  woman,  aged  38  years,  was  notified  to  be  suffering  from 
phthisis.  On  visiting  the  house  it  was  found  that  the  woman 
was  a  widow  with  six  children.  Her  husband — a  clerk — had 
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died  two  years  before  from  consumption.  Her  disease,  she 
stated,  started  soon  after  his  death.  It  was  subsequently 
discovered  all  her  children — five  boys,  aged  respectively 
20,  12,  10,  6  and  4  years,  and  one  girl,  aged  ii  years — were 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  All  the  family,  with 
the  exception  of  the  eldest  boy,  who  was  earning  his  living, 
were  removed  to  the  Union  Infirmary,  where  the  mother  died 
from  the  disease  in  April.

CAS^CER. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  deaths  were  registered  from  the 
various  forms  of  this  disease  during  the  \^ear.  Six  of  these, 
however,  were  deaths  of  non-residents  who  had  been  admitted 
for  treatment  to  public  institutions  in  the  Borough  from  neigh¬ 
bouring  districts.  This  leaves  a  total,  therefore,  of  105  deaths 
belonging  to  the  Borough,  which  is  equal  to  a  rate  of  0.85 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  number  is  less  than  the 
numbers  recorded  in  the  two  previous  years,  which  were 
108  in  1908,  and  124  in  1907,  the  average  for  the  five  years 
being  106. 
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The  sex  mortality  from  this  disease  was  quite  imiisua], 
inasmuch  as  the  deaths  of  males  exceeded  those  of  females  : 
56  of  the  former,  and  55  of  the  latter.  In  1908  the  numbers 
were  :  39  males  and  73  females.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

There  were  609  patients  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  during  1909.  These  admissions  were  fairly  well 
distributed  throughout  the  year,  and  no  particular  period 
can  be  indicated  as  displaying  an  unusual  proportion  of 
cases.  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  scarlet  fever  admis¬ 
sions  have  decreased  by  60,  but  diphtheria  and  enteric 
fever  have  increased  by  9  and  8  respectively.  The  total 
number  of  patients  treated  shows  a  diminution  of  118,  the 
comparison  being  made  with  1908,  in  which  the  number  of 
admissions  was  much  above  the  average. 
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Scarlst  Fe¥ef. — Five  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease, 
making  the  low  percentage  mortality  of  1.47,  the  rate  being 
reckoned  on  the  actual  cases  as  diagnosed  at  the  Hospital. 
As  regards  two  of  these  fatal  cases  death  occurred  within 
24  hours  of  their  admission  ;  they  were  admitted  on  the  5th 
and  9th  day  of  the  disease  respectively,  after  being  treated 
at  home.  This  mortality  compares  a  little  unfavourably 
with  the  previous  year,  when  it  was  1.26,  but  it  is  to  be  borne 
in  mind  that  several  of  the  cases  admitted  were  very  severe 
septic  ones,  characterised  by  prolonged  and  profuse  discharge 
from  the  ears  and  nose,  and  necessitating  an  extended 
stay  in  the  Hospital  much  above  the  average  period. 

Four  patients  suffering  from  scarlet  fever  were  found 
on  admission  to  harbour  diphtheria  bacilli  in  their  throats, 
and  were  capable  of  spreading  the  disease.  These  were 
isolated  in  special  wards.  On  account  of  the  liability  of 
patients  to  have  both  diseases,  all  throats  are  bacteriologically 
examined. 

Dipilthersa. — In  hve  of  the  patients  suffering  from  this 
disease,  scarlet  fever  was  found,  on  admission,  as  a  compli¬ 
cation.  The  rash  of  scarlet  fever  ma}^  be  very  slight,  and  may 
escape  the  notice  of  pai'ents.  One  case  was  found  to  be  compli¬ 
cated  with  chicken  pox.  The  fact  that  a  patient,  on  exposure 
to  the  infection  of  two  separate  diseases,  may  develop  such 
diseases  concurrent^  is  the  explanation  of  these  mixed 
infections.  The  disease  that  has  the  lowest  incubation  period 
develops  first. 
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Seventeen  clentlis  occurred  from  tliis  disense,  tlie  details 
being  as  follows  : —

In  this  table  it  is  to  be  noted  that  in  three  cases  the 
]iatients  were  admitted  in  such  a  septic  hopeless  condition 
that  they  only  lived  a  few  hours  after  admission.  In  two 
cases  death  occurred  from  late  complications  after  the  patients 
had  been  in  Hospital  over  a  month  ;  diphtheria  is  characterised 
by  symptoms  of  paralysis  coming  on  long  after  the  sore 
throat  and  membrane  have  cleared  away.  Heart  complica¬ 
tions,  accompanied  by  ^'omiting,  caused  most  of  the  other 
deaths.  These  serious  complications  come  on  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  disease,  rarely  at  a  later  stage. 

Tracheotomy  was  performed  in  five  cases.  Diphtheria 
was  the  cause  of  obstruction  in  all.  dwo  of  the  patients 

recovered. 
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Mastoidotomy. — This  operation  was  required  in  one  case. 
The  patient  had  a  very  severe  attack  of  scarlet  fever,  with 
severe  throat  and  ear  complications.  She  made  a  good  re¬ 
covery,  but  required  prolonged  treatment  in  hospital. 

Abdominal  Section  was  required  in  one  case  of  enteric  fever, 
where  a  perforating  ulcer  of  the  intestines  was  diagnosed. 

Enteric  Fever. — Fifty-three  cases  were  sent  into  Hospital 
as  suffering  from  enteric  fever.  Of  these  48  were  found  on 
examination  of  the  blood  to  give  the  Widal’s  reaction, 
and  the  mortality  rate,  8.33,  is  based  on  this  figure.  The 
rate  is  much  below  the  usual  one  for  this  disease. 

The  Bacteriological  Laboratory  continues  to  be  utilised 
by  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the ,  Borough  for  diagnostic 
purposes,  as  shown  by  the  following  table  : —

In  addition  samples  of  water  and  foodstuffs  were  ex¬ 
amined,  mostly  in  connection  with  articles  brought  into  the 
Port.

MIDWIVES  ACT,  1902. 

Thirt37-six  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice 
within  the  area  of  the  local  Supervising  Authority  during  the 
year.  Six  of  these,  however,  left  the  town  during  the  year  ; 
one  notified  her  intention  to  cease  from  practice  on  account 
of  age,  and  one  midwife  died. 

Fifteen  of  the  midwives  hold  certificates  granted  by 
reason  of  their  having  passed  the  examination  of  the  Central 
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Midwives’  Board,  li\'e  had  the  certihcate  of  the  London 
Obstetrical  Society,  and  eighteen  obtained  their  certificates 
b\’  reason  of  their  having  been  in  practice  as  midwives  three 
years  before  the  passing  of  the  Act,  but  otherwise  holding 
no  certificate  indicating  special  knowledge. 

Systematic  inspections  were  made  throughout  the  year, 
and  all  midwives’  appliances,  register  of  cases,  and  places  of 
residence  examined,  and  instruction  and  advice  given  if 
necessarv. 

W'ith  a  few  exceptions  the  midwives’  bags  and  apparatus 
and  register  of  cases  were  found  in  good  order,  and  generallv 
the  untrained  midwives  showed  every  desire  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Act.

During  the  year  nine  cases  of  puerperal  fever  were  notified, 
of  which  two  were  fatal,  the  average  number  of  cases  notified 
during  the  past  five  years  being  five.

This  case  was  notified 
eighteen  days  after  confinement.  Trained  and 
registered  midwife  in  attendance  for  ten  days  after 
confinement,  the  case  being  well  when  the  midwife 
ceased  attending. 

Jan.  9. — E.  F.,  i\Iount  Street.  Notified  eleven  days  after 
confinement.  Untrained,  but  registered,  midwife 
in  attendance.  Case  removed  to  Union  Infirmary, 
where  she  died. 

March  12th. — E.  P..  Northumberland  Road.  A  medical 
man  and  registered  midwife  in  attendance  at  the 
birth.  The  case  was  subsequently  removed  to 
Ro\’al  South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital. 
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May  loth. — E.  J.  M.,  Bullar  Street.  A  trained  and  regis¬ 
tered  midwife  and  her  pupil  in  attendance  at  birth. 
The  midwife  was  suspended  for  one  week  in  order 
to  prevent  spread  of  infection. 

May  29th. — H.  R.,  Carlton  Road.  A  medical  man  and 
two  professional  nurses  attended  this  case. 

Aug.  2ist. — K.  H.  Case  occurred  in  Union  Infirmary. 

Sept.  7th. — K.  H.,  Fanshawe  Street.  A  medical  man  and 
monthly  nurse  in  attendance  at  birth. 

Oct.  6th. — E.  G.  B.,  Henry  Road.  Notified  twelve  days 
after  confinement.  Registered,  but  untrained, 
midwife  in  attendance.  Midwife  ceased  attendance 
on  ninth  day  when  the  case  was  stated  to  be  doing 
well.  Case  removed  to  Union  Infirmary  where  she 
died. 

Nov.  4th. — C.  C.,  Macnaghten  Road.  This  confinement 
was  attended  by  a  midwife  residing  outside  the 
Borough,  a  monthly  nurse  being  also  in  attendance. 

A  case  was  also  notified  in  December  from  the  Royal 
South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital,  which  had  been 
admitted  for  treatment  from  a  house  in  the  South  Stoneham 
District.  The  midwife  in  attendance  at  the  birth,  however, 
resided  in  the  Borough,  and,  after  investigation,  the  midwife 
was  suspended  for  one  week  in  order  to  prevent  spread  of 
infection. 

In  each  of  the  above  cases  the  midwife  or  nurse  was,  on 
ceasing  attendance  on  the  patient,  given  a  disinfecting  bath 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  all  clothing  and  apparatus 
disinfected. 

In  October  a  midwife,  E.  W.,  residing  at  Northam,  was 
reported  to  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  for  neglect  in 
not  calling  in  medical  assistance  for  a  child  suffering  from 
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ophthalmia.  It  was  also  stated  that  the  midwife  had  no 
appliances  or  disinfectants  with  her  during  the  confinement. 
The  Local  Authority  investigated  the  case,  and,  after  hearing 
evidence,  severely  censured  the  midwife.

There  are  217  purveyors  of  milk,  including  registered 
cowkeepers,  in  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  84  purveyors  of  milk  ceased  to  sell  milk, 
and  2  cowkeepers  have  discontinued  keeping  cows,  and 
have  been  removed  from  the  Register. 

The  cleansing  and  limewashing  of  Dairies,  Cowsheds, 
and  Milkshops  have  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations,  and  several  nuisances  abated. 

During  the  year  2  applications  have  been  received  from 
purveyors  of  milk  residing  outside  the  Borough,  and  have  been

INQUIRIES  RESPECTING  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Four  thousand  one  hundred  and  four  visits  were  made 
during  the  year  to  houses  in  which  infectious  diseases  occurred 
and  for  inquiries  with  regard  to  contact  cases. 

Inquiries  were  made  relative  to  source  of  infection, 
isolation,  schools  attended,  etc.,  and  frequent  visits  were 
made  to  houses  in  order  to  secure  proper  precautions  being 
carried  out. 

Of  the  cases  notified,  542  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  for  treatment. 

Sanitary  defects  were  found  in  203  houses  in  which  cases 
occurred. 

The  number  of  houses  and  schools  disinfected  during  the 
year  was  885. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  eleven  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough. 
They  contain  75  bedrooms,  and  are  registered  to  accommodate 
295  persons.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  among 
the  inmates  during  the  year. 

The  limewashing  was  carried  out  in  the  months  of  April 
and  October,  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875  ; 
3,373  visits  were  made  during,  the  year. 
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Proceedings  were  taken  against  two  persons  for  keeping 
unregistered  common  lodging  houses.  In  both  cases  the 
defendants  were  fined,  with  costs.

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Twenty-seven  samples,  including  nineteen  test  samples, 
were  found  adulterated.  Proceedings  were  taken  in  five  cases, 
and  penalties  obtained  in  three. 

One  summons  was  dismissed  on  production  of  warranty  ; 
one  summons  withdrawn  ;  two  persons  were  cautioned  by 
the  Sanitary  Authority  ;  and  in  four  cases  no  proceedings 
were  taken. 

Three  persons  were  hned  for  infringement  of  the  Act. 

Detailed  results  of  the  analysis  of  samples  taken  are 
given  in  the  Report  of  the  Public  Analyst  at  the  end  of  this 
Report. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  35  slaughter-houses  in  use  and  occupation  in 
the  Borough,  all  of  which  have  been  regularly  inspected  in 
routine  inspection  and  at  the  time  of  slaughtering.  The  total 
number  of  inspections  made  was  2,636,  and  sanitary  defects 
were  remedied  in  13  instances,  and  limewashing  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  bye-laws. 

Particular  attention  was  given  to  the  detection  of  tuber¬ 
culous  meat,  and  resulted  in  the  following  being  condemned 
and  destroyed  : — •

Proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  one  carcase  of  beef, 
and  the  defendant  was  fined  £10  and  8s.  6d.  costs,  or  in  default 
two  months’  hard  labour. 

With  regard  to  beef,  the  recommendations  of  the  Royal 
Commission  were  put  into  operation,  and  only  the  parts 
affected  destroyed,  unless  the  disease  was  generalised,  when 
the  whole  carcase  was  condemned  and  destroyed  as  unfit 
for  human  food.  With  regard  to  pigs,  when  the  cervical 
glands  only  were  affected  the  head  was  cut  off  and  con¬ 
demned.  If  the  carcase  or  offal  was  in  any  way  involved 
the  whole  was  condemned  and  destroyed. 
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'  The  whole  of  the  condemned  meat  was  taken  to  the 
Corporation  destructor  and  burned. 

During  the  year  proceedings  were  taken  in  four  instances 
for  slaughtering  on  unlicensed  premises.  Fines  and  costs  were 
inflicted  in  three  cases.  The  remaining  case  was  that  of  an  old 
registered  slaughter-house  which  had  been  out  of  occupation. 
The  Magistrates  however,  were  of  opinion  that  the  registra¬ 
tion  had  not  lapsed,  and  dismissed  the  summons. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

As  in  the  preceding  year,  special  attention  was  devoted 
to  the  inspection  of  meat,  fish,  and  other  perishable  food¬ 
stuffs,  an  Inspector  being  appointed  entirely  for  this  work. 

A  large  quantity  of  unsound,  unvvholesome,  or  diseased 
food  was  destroyed,  details  of  which  are  appended. 

One  prosecution  was  taken  during  the  year  for  exposing 
unsound  fish  for  sale,  the  defendant  being  fined  £4  and  costs.

BUTTER. 

The  number  of  samples  analysed  is  one  hundred  and 
twenty-two,  being  seventy-one  more  than  in  1908.  Six  samples 
were  adulterated,  being  three  more  than  in  1908. 

Five  of  the  adulterated  samples  were  received  from 
Inspectors  and  one  from  the  Medical  Officer. 

CHOCOLATE. 

The  number  of  samples  analysed  was  seven,  of  which  six 
samples  were  chocolate  powder,  and  one  sample  a  sweetmeat. 
The  materials  were  all  of  good  quality. 

JAM. 

These  samples  were  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer, 
and  were  put  up  in  tins.  They  were  being  re-imported,  and 
had  been  in  the  tins  for  a  lengthened  period  in  hot  climates, 
and  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  tin 'dissolved  from  the 
cans  which  contained  them. 

Two  contained  small  quantities,  and  one  contained  an 
amount  approaching  the  limit  for  safety  to  health. 

MILK. 

The  number  of  samples  analysed  has  risen  from  two 
hundred  and  fifty-two  in  1908  to  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
in  1909. 

The  jiercentage  of  adulterated  samples,  which  was  9.7 
per  cent,  in  1906,  and  fell  to  5.39  per  cent,  in  1907,  rose  to 
9.91  per  cent,  in  1908,  and  has  fallen  again  to  6.52  per  cent, 
this  year. 
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The  irregularity  with  which 

samples 

were  submitted 

makes  it  impossible  to  draw  conclusions 

as  to  the  nature 

of  the  milk  supply  during  definite  periods  of  the  year.
